At the time of the 
‘breaking out of the Talpirg Rebellion, he 
gathered’ about him. a swall bind of com- 
pantons and began to: pillage, Soon this band 
‘grew tq lerge proportions.and he was able to 
capture several; places until finally hewas the 
master of several prefectures [no the provicces of 
Honan, Anbui and Klangsy, He tookithe name 
of King and was known as the Shén Wang. 
Constantly ho. was sought both. by the rebels and 
the Imperlalists but he was ‘unwilling to join, 
elther party. He appointed subordinates ever 
all the places be had conquered and collected 
He also bought up the Innd 
from the people at nominal rates and farmed it 
oul to his oldiery, When the Impesinlist lender 
Prince Séng, who had been originally a Mon- 
gollan Lama priest, began his campaign against 
the rebels in Honan, he used his best efforts to 
‘perstinde Li Chang-shéo to repent and jain the 
mpeértal forces, His efforts were finally succesa- 
fol, and Li came oyer-to the loyal ranks, He 
was atvonce raised to the’ position of General- 
in-chief, was given a Yellow Riding Jacket 
and several other marks of distiuctlon, He 
.was also’ soon appointed Admin! ‘of ‘the 
Yanglze, bot being unwilling accept the 
position returned to private life; On account 
of former troubles, be could not return to 
his home in Honan, and hence selected the 
dlatrict of Telangahan {n the province of Anhui, 
where he bullt s splendid residence. Of blsown 
accord he restored to the crown more than a: 
trillion taels of taxes which be had collected and 
alto restored much land to the original owners 
whom he had previously forced to sell. These 
deeds together with his constant benevolence 
brought bim {nto great favour with the people. 
However, he still retained bis old love for quar- 
felling and-was constantly fn trouble with. 
-auother noted General, Ch‘en Kwoh-shut, who 
also llved fo retirement near him, About tea 
‘years ago bis maternal. uncle who was ‘living 
with him became Involved in a quarrel witha 
neighbour, who in revenge entered LI's residence, 
swallowed polson, and died. The case was 
brought to light and Li Chang-shéo.was accused, 
af wi aman, . The local maglstrate 
reported it to the Governor of the. province who 
at thet tine was YO Lu, and alsa to Viceroy Liu 
Kun-yl.” After a few months, when. everything 
was guiet, and all thought thatthe case 
had been dropped, Li Chang-shto went 
to the capital; Nganking, to piesent his’ 
respects to.the Governor. He was received i: 
g00d form and Invited to an claborate feast, Ho 
ed the fnvitatlon, little expecting that it 
was his death-trap, He was seized, confined in 
prison, s hasty memorial to.the Throne was 
pared, In reply to which m hasty edict was 
ued and Li Chang-shto suffered death. The 
reason was never made public, but hsppening: 
almost at the same tne as the condemoation at 
Viceroy caf the agai Chang K4-lon b fhe 
ju, ft always sopposed that 
thero wag some uoknown culty between the 
Vicetoy and Lisimilax to theenmity between the 
Viceroy and.
